Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hugh 
(6,166,739). 



Regarding claim 1 , Hugh discloses that the claimed feature of a GUI, the GUI 
(See Fig 3-4, Fig 9, Fig 11-13, col 6 line 18-19) comprising: a plurality of nested 
spherical surfaces [i.e. 310,914] (See Fig 9, Fig 18); a plurality of nodes [i.e. 
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"display/graphical icons"; 314,950,960], the plurality of nodes comprising a first node 
and a second node, and each node associated with a location on at least one of the 
plurality of spherical surfaces [310,914]; and a plurality of lines [i.e. "connecting lines"; 
300], at least one line having a first endpoint associated with the first node and a 
second endpoint associated with the second node. (See Abstract, Fig 3-4, Fig 9, Fig 11- 
13, Fig 25, col 2 line 49-col 3 line 29) 

Regarding claim 2, Hugh discloses that the claimed feature of an image 
generated by a machine, the image [Fig 3] having at least one virtual surface, at least 
one first node [i.e. 312] on the virtual surface, at least one second node [i.e. 322] on the 
virtual surface, at least one line [i.e. 300] having an endpoint associated with the first 
node [312] and a second endpoint associated with the second node [322], wherein each 
node is linked to a curated database of records [i.e. "thought data"]; wherein each line 
["connecting line"] represents a relationship between the associated nodes; and wherein 
the relationships form a relational network ["network relationship"] and the relational 
network is a part of a knowledge web ["thought network in web system"]. (See Abstract, 
Fig 3-4, Fig 9, Fig 11-13, Fig 25, col 2 line 49-col 3 line 29) 

Regarding claim 3, Hugh discloses that the claimed feature of a method of 
building a knowledge web, the method comprising: assembling [Fig 1] a plurality of 
records [i.e. 111] wherein the records having a plurality of individual data; linking [300] 
at least one first record [312] with at least one second record [322] the records thereby

having a relationship between the records through the link; selecting a mathematical 
model [i.e. "relationship list"] that defines the relationship; recognizing the relationship 
between the records; thereby building the knowledge web ["thought network in web 
system"]. (See Abstract, Fig 1, Fig 3-4, Fig 9, Fig 11-13, Fig 25, col 2 line 49-col 3 line 
29)
